Unless otherwise indicated, the Commission decisions noted in these Minutes
were approved by all members present at the meeting.

MINUTES

The Commission considered Memorandum 2023-1, presenting draft Minutes
of the November 17, 2022, meeting. The Commission approved the Minutes
without change.

(Commissioner Carrion was not present when this decision was made.)

ADMINISTRATIVE MATTERS

Report of Executive Director

The Executive Director reported on the following matters:
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e The terms of Commissioners Carrillo, King, McAllister, and
Simpson expire on October 1, 2023.

e The Executive Director intends to retire on October 26, 2023. The
Executive Director recommended that his successor not change the
following existing practices regarding the Committee on Revision
of the Penal Code: (1) The work of the legal staff is primarily
directed by the Committee’s chair, subject to the Executive
Director’s oversight. (2) The legal staff conduct their work
remotely.

e A budget change proposal, which would have moved the
Commission to the State Library for administrative purposes, was
not approved for inclusion in the Governor’s budget.

Commissioner Suggestions

There were no suggestions from Commissioners.

Open Government Laws

The Commission considered Memorandum 2023-2, summarizing “open
overnment” laws applicable to the Commission. No Commission action was
PP

required or taken.

Annual Report

The Commission considered Memorandum 2023-3, presenting a staff draft of
the body of the Commission’s 2022-23 Annual Report, and the appendix that
contains Commissioner biographies.

The Commission approved the report for publication and distribution to the
Legislature and the Governor, after the staff implements technical changes
directed by the Commission and finalizes the other appendices to the report.

In connection with this, the staff expressed a general intention to use gender-
neutral pronouns in its written work, with an exception for persons who have

expressed a contrary instruction.

2023 LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM

The Commission considered Memorandum 2023-4, discussing the
Commission’s 2023 legislative program. The staff noted that the Deputy
Legislative Counsel who prepared the bill draft on administrative subpoenas
made some minor stylistic and terminological changes from the Commission’s
language. The staff expressed its intention to revise the Commission’s

recommendation to conform to those changes.

Thomas Greene made a presentation to the Commission on “Overview of
Antitrust.”

The Commission also considered Memorandum 2023-7 and its First and
Second Supplements, which provided a status report on the staff’'s work on the
antitrust study.

No Commission action was required or taken.

STUDY I-100 — EQUAL RIGHTS AMENDMENT

The Commission considered Memorandum 2023-5, presenting a status report
and proposed workplan for the first portion of this study.

For the discussion, the Commission was joined by Senator Connie Leyva,
who authored the resolution assigning this topic to the Commission. The
Commission was also joined by representatives from the organizations that
sponsored the resolution: Betsy Butler (Executive Director of the California
Women’s Law Center) and Kathy Spillar (Executive Director of Feminist
Majority Foundation).

No Commission action was required or taken.

STUDY R-100 — FisH AND GAME LAW

The Commission considered Memorandum 2023-6, presenting a revised staff
draft recommendation on Fish and Game Law: Technical Revisions and Minor
Substantive Improvements (Part 3). The Commission approved all proposed
legislation included in the draft for inclusion in a final recommendation.
Approval of the narrative part of the draft recommendation was postponed until
the February 2023 meeting.

The Commission did not consider the First Supplement to Memorandum
2023-6.
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
